T he tie is an inverted trough 
witli flaring sides. 
Tlie rail fasien- 
iryg eon.-i;t> of a U-bolt passing up 
thrcugli the tic from uiKleriicath the

clips. 
Steel ties are not 
used 
on 
bridges or at switches nor 
around 
shops and roundhouses. 
Before lav­ 
ing, the lies arc coated heavily with 
tar to prevent oxidation.
